“To be able to render the best 
service in patroling the park ranger 
must be properly armed, mounted and 
clothed. He must feel that his weapons 
are superior to those in the hands of 
any outlaw to whom he may be op¬ 
posed. His mount must be swifter 
and his clothing adeciuate to protect 
him against the rigors of the climate 
of his locality.” 

Thus spoke Colonel L. M. Brett, U. 
S. A., superintendent of the Yellow¬ 
stone, at a national parks conference. 
Colonel Brett is one of the most e.x- 
perienced Indian lighters in the na¬ 
tional service. 

“A park ranger about to start on 
his journey, in addition to his arms, 
liorse and equipment, should have a 
piece of canvas with which he can 
make a canvas shelter effective in 
any weather, rations ample for the 
journey, cooking utensils, field 
glasses, a map of his park and con¬ 
tiguous territory, compass, notebook 
and pencil, ax, first aid packet and 
telephone tester. As soon as he 
leaves the ranger station he become 
a scout who must oppose Iiis wits and 
energy against those whose life is 
spent in the open among tlie wild 
animals and wlio have taken from 
tlu'se animals those characteristics 
that we know are possessed by tlie 
fox, the coyote, the timber wolf and 
tlie mountain lion. He who rides the 
trail in a perfunctory and aimless 
manner is but a joke to such men. 

“To cope with such people he must 
learn from the Indian, who avails 
himself of every sign and indication 
that nature or wild life can give. The 
Indian never places himself upon the 
sky line until he is thoroughly satis¬ 
fied that there is nothing within the 
range of vision to detect him. He 
will lie sometime for an hour with 
his head against a hush, field glasses 
to his eyes, and scan the country, and 
then again scan it for any sign of 
human life or for any movement 
among the wild animals which indi¬ 
cates the stranger in their midst. 

“The scout does not remain on the 
trail that has been beaten by some¬ 
body else—his enemy would not he 
there—hut he is taking advantage of 
ev(>ry ineiiuality of the ground, of 
swalt nd the coulees, the branches | 
of trees along the stream banks and 
tlu' shady side* of ('V('ry ridge, observ¬ 
ing carefully for indications of trails, 
fresh signs of horse or any imprint 
of the foot. His eye must he so 
traiiK'd that even the bending of 
grass would tell him a story and 
Avoiild arouse his susi)icion. 

“He should iK'ver build a fire by 
daylight in llu! country where he has 
lanison to Ixdieva' tiu' enemy may he 
lurking. .\t night in some canyon 
or in some sheltered si)ot where the 
blaze can he s('en hut a f(>vv feet, he 
can build his small lire and cook his 
food for (he evening and the lu'xt day. 

It is well for him to have ('iiough 
lood cookt'd ahead so that lu* can re¬ 
main on tlu' trail or in pursuit of an 
enemy for forty-eight hours without 
having to sto]) to cotde. 

"In his moiiK'iits of leisure wln>n 
r('Sting he should make (arcd'nl notes 
of all that lit' set's and anything out 
of tlu' ordinary that lit' cannot iiiuh'r- 
stand should ht' carefully dt'scrilu'd 
so that he may iiri'st'iit this to his 
supt'i’ior ollict'r on his ri'turn for in- 
tt'i'pretation. Wht'u he is calh'd to 
IHiints rt'inote from his usual patrol 
route h(' should indicate such a jour¬ 
ney on his ma|) by ust' of his com¬ 
pass. lie should he cart'ful to note 
the condition of the animals and 
wheiH'ver possible to count thost' of 
the difft'rent siit'cit's for the informa¬ 
tion of headquarters.

Less rheumatism, fewer affections 
of the heart—marked lessening of 
these ills has resulted now that the 
teeth of the students are being cared 
for by the University of California, as 
a new branch of the work of its 
student infirmary on the campus. 

So great has the demand proved 
from the students for care of their 
teeth in the university’s new dental 
clinic, established this year in the in¬ 
firmary by Professor Robert T. Legge, 
university physician and director of 
the infirmary, that dental appoint¬ 
ments must be made weeks in ad¬ 
vance. The two dental surgeons re¬ 
cently appointed regular members of 
the infirmary staff—Dr. G. F. Stood- 
ley and Dr. B. G. Neff—are occupied 
from morning to night. The cost to 
the student is about two-fifths of 
ordinary dental charges, since the 
dental staff receive salaries and the 
students reimburse the infirmary on 
a basis of proportional time. 

To teach students to take good care 
of their teeth, and to prevent the 
varied physical ills which modern 
science has discovered to be the re¬ 
sult of neglect of the teeth, was the 
university’s object in making this 
important new addition to the work 
of the infirmary. 

To keep the students well by 
prompt attention to their ailments, no 
matter how slight they may seem, is 
the object of the infirmary, which is 
supported by a fee of three dollars 
each half year, paid by all the stu¬ 
dents. A daily average of 153 students 
received medical treatment or treat¬ 
ment at the Infirmary last month. 
This means that 842 men and 677 
women students received a total of 
4744 consultations or dispensary 
treatments during tliat month. 

The students sick enough to be put 
to bed in the infirmary during that 
month averaged 15.2 a day. There 
were 88 men and 33 women sick in 
bed in the hospital department of the 
infirmary during the month. Only 
students are admitted to its privi¬ 
leges. 

The university’s great work of pre¬ 
ventive medicine, through this in¬ 
firmary system, has been much 
praised by educational autlioritieg 
throughout the country, and tlie ex¬ 
ample is now being followed by vari¬ 
ous institutions in othef parts of the 
United States. Thero is, however, 
scarcely any other American uni¬ 
versity which takes such thorough¬ 
going care of the health of its 
students as does the University of 
California,
